On Sunday, the 7th inftant, a Welt Indiaman in 
coming to anchor in the river Merfey, as is ufual, fired 
a few guns.’ Unfortunately one of them was fhotted— 
the ball came afore, and in one of the ftreets of Li- 
verpool went through the body ofa clerk of the Mayor’s, 
took off the-arm of a fecond perfon, and the head of 
a third ;—of courfe two lives and an arm was loft by 
careleffnefs. 

On the roth inftant, at feven o’clock, a fire was dif- 
coveted in.a {table near the mouth of the entry from 
the Nags Head Tavern, Chefter, which confumed the 
fame, as well as four other ftables aud buildings, con- 
taining fixteen horfes, the ftores of the Oxford light 
dragoons, and other goods ftored there on account of 
the fair which commenced on the roth. 

Mott of the ftores were got out, and all the dragoon 
horfes, but the nine horfes which belonged partly to a 
dealer and to the 18th regiment, (being purchafed that 
day, bat mot delivered,) were burnt. The hoftler, 
by whofe negligence the fire is faid to have happened, 
is a miffing, and thought to have fuffered. 

The fire was not got under till two o’clock in the 
morning, and hed it not been for the volunteers keep- 
ing off the crowd, and the Oxford dragoons fupplying 
the three engines with water, the furrounding buildings 
would all have been deftroyed.
